Oklahoma's crop sit na nod is anv­ 
illing but encouraging. 
The 
Ion*: 
drouth of che summer, still coiwinu 
tug in some stxrtions and slightly 
alleviated in others, has smashed pro­ 
duct ion figures to an alarm ing de­ 
gree. “No corn will I** e x e rte d from 
Oklahoma this year.” says a railroad 
o. fit Jal. 
Literally 
this 
statem ent 
means »tba»: in case the production Is 
large enough for home oonsunqrrion 
the crop is 4,500.000 bushels short of 
feat year and that rhe s ate is $2. 
250,006 |>oorer from 
this 
revenue 
source, at any rate. than it was last 
' year. 
Reitopts 'from apjm \hnutely half of 
the counties of Oklahoma, although 
somewhat irregularly distributed, in 
dicate .hat rhe corn yield will not be 
50 per cent b f that of last year. 
which was 95,230,412 bushels. 
With 
this as a feasts for speculating in 
figures. Oklahoma will have to im­ 
port practically 40,0o0.000 bushels, if 
its demand are equal to those of 
1008, and 
the state’s 
wealth 
from 
corn production 
will

practically $20,000,606.

The fact must i>e considered that 
•.he corn acreage this year was in­ 
creased considerably over 1908. ow­ 
ing to almost unprecedented yield of 
that 
year, and that cotton,

ranks along with corn as one of the 
principal crops, was praportJoBatejy 
reduced in acreage. Cotton will yield 
T.» per cent of !;isi season’s crop 
However. 
with the prospects of a 
higher price for cotton than that of 
1908, the outlook is made somewhat 
encouraging ito those farm ers that

Early melons m atured but 
shipments from those areas where 
melon culture was followed to a con­ 
siderable extent will be curtailed In 
comparison with last year. 
Late rains will m ature some earlv 
corn and save further losses in the 
cotton crop. 
Cotton has opened pre­ 
maturely in many counties and farm­ 
ers have begun picking, two to four 
weeks earlier than heretofore. A gen­ 
eral rain now would make good fall 
pastures but Hoods at this late day 
‘could not redeem the state from one 
of the heaviest losses in many years.

d} ins faster than they w*Te produc­ 
ing young. 
‘ We require,” says 
Dr. 
M i hr. 
‘what might lie called a burial cer­ 
tificate 
with 
all deaths. 
Thus 
we 
secure the returns of practically 90 
per cent of all deaths in Oklahoma; 
bud in cases of births we are not 
so successful with the negro race. 
A doctor is seldom called and it is 
nearly impossible to gather accurate 
statistics as to their births. The ne­ 
gro physicians is very punctual in 
making his reports, bin the negro 
midwife never makes a report. So 
taking all of these things into con­ 
sideration. I am confident that there 
•ie just as large percentage of Mi bs 
in proportion to deaths with the ne­ 
gro race, as there is with the whites.”
